This month marks the fortieth anniversary of 
Enoch Powell’s Rivers of Blood speech. In 
apocalyptic terms he foresaw a Britain ripped apart 
by racial violence and the “white man” becoming a 
second class citizen. His fears have not been realised. 

No one can pretend that everything is perfect in 
this country and indeed there are growing racial 
tensions but nothing on the scale that Powell 
predicted. Despite the rumblings of discontent 
Britain is still a successful multicultural society, 
arguably the most mixed in Europe. Unfortunately 
we take too much of the social, cultural and 
economic benefits that it has brought for granted. 
It is perhaps at times like these, when so many 
others will be banging the drums of doom, that we 
need to celebrate what we have. 

That said, there is certainly no room for 
complacency. The gathering economic storm will 
undoubtedly increase fears and tensions between 
communities. We all have to stand firm and argue 
the case for a modern multiracial society even more 
strongly. The “White” season on BBC2 in March 
highlighted the insecurities felt by many but it is 
important that we do not racialise everything, 
for the anxieties of the white working class are felt 
equally by others.

That is the appalling view of the BNP 
London election candidate Nick 
Eriksen. Writing on his own blog, under 
the name John Bull, Eriksen claims 
“men have allowed themselves to be 
brainwashed by the feminazi myth 
machine into believing that rape is such 
a serious crime”. 

He goes on to say: “Men who go 
along with the rape myth are either 
morons or traitors”. 

Eriksen is not only number two on 
the BNP’s London-wide list, and so 
stands a chance of getting elected to 
the London Assembly, but is also the 
party’s London organiser. This means 
he is in charge of the whole London 
BNP campaign. 

Eriksen is a recent recruit to the BNP 
but has been a controversial political 
figure for some time. As a former 
Conservative councillor in Southwark, 
his views were so extreme and divisive 
that his surgeries were regularly picketed. 

He went on to be a founding activist 
with Right Now, a magazine aimed at 
the far right of the Conservative Party. 
Its first editor was Ralph Harrison, 
a close collaborator of one of Britain’s 
most important postwar racist and 
antisemitic activists, the Dowager 
Lady Jane Birdwood. Harrison was 
followed in 1995 by Derek Turner, 
a former activist in the Social Action 
Initiative, a small fascist group active in 
the Irish Republic. 

In some early issues Eriksen wrote 
openly under his own name but he later 
submerged his identity in the deeply 
odious John Bull column, in which he 
raged against multiculturalism, women's 
equality and political correctness. 
Eriksen also voiced his 
obnoxious views on his John Bull

blog, which he started in April 2005 just 
before the general election. In August of 
that year he turned his attention to the 
date-rape drug Rohypnol. 

“Tt turns out that these stupid tarts are 
simply getting blind drunk, taking 
‘recreational’ drugs themselves, and then 
having sex,” spouted Eriksen. “Next day 
they wake up with an almighty 
hangover and a deep feeling of shame 
and regret. So what do they do then? 
Why, cry rape of course, and try to get a 
poor innocent man sent to prison in 
order to save their ‘reputation’ — as if 
they had one!” 

Under the heading “Assault with a 
friendly weapon’, he continued in 
similar vein. 

“Rape is simply sex. Women enjoy 
sex, so rape cannot be such a terrible 
physical ordeal. To suggest that rape, 
when conducted without violence, is a 
serious crime is like suggesting that 
force feeding a woman chocolate cake 
is a heinous offence. A woman would 
be more inconvenienced by having her 
handbag snatched.” 

Eriksen obviously hates women. 
In another article the following day he 
wrote: “Men are more intelligent than 
women — it’s a fact. Let’s be proud of it, 
let’s celebrate it, let’s take advantage of 
it, and let’s not tolerate women who 
seek to deny it.” 

But his violent misogyny does not 
stop there. Eriksen believes that 
figures that show women are the 
victim in nearly four fifths of domestic 
violence incidents are a lie and that 
men are the real victims. In an article 
in November 2005 entitled “Give her a 
slap”, Eriksen attacked campaigns that 
try to heighten awareness of the 
domestic violence and abuse as an 
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attempt “to vilify men’. Eriksen 
believes that “Very few men have any 
inkling of the hatred and contempt 
which most women have for them” and 
that “Feminist talk about ‘equality’ is 
just a pretext — their real agenda is to 
try to gain superiority over men”. 

Concluding this particularly odious 
piece of twaddle, Eriksen endorsed 
physical violence against women. 
Commenting upon a very public fracas 
in which Rebekah Wade, editor of 
The Sun, was arrested following a fight 
with her husband, the actor Ross Kemp, 
in 2005, Eriksen advanced his own 
solution. “Come on Ross,” urged 
Eriksen, “let’s see if you're as tough as 
your on-screen persona — give your wife 
a good slap!” 

With statements such as these it is 
not surprising that his blog profile states 
that he takes a “right-wing’, nationalist, 
patriotic, traditional viewpoint, pro- 
moting men’s rights and the national 
interest of the British people. Opposed 
to all forms of political correctness.” 

In Eriksen’s mind, when not being 
raped or beaten women have one role in 
life. “Let’s be honest,” he wrote on 16 
September 2005, “for a woman to 
consider a job or career more important 
than having children is, quite literally, 
unnatural. Of course having children 
usually leads to women’s careers being 
disrupted, but so what? ... Instead of 
complaining that nature prevents 
women from having successful careers 
women should embrace the career 
nature has ascribed to them — 
motherhood.” 

In this view he fits neatly in the BNP. 
The racist party has long argued that 
women should not work but stay at 
home and bring up children. ~<a 


Weekend of HOPE kicks 
off London campaign

THE CAMPAIGN against the BNP in London kicked off last month with the 
distribution of over 150,000 HOPE not hate newspapers, produced jointly by 
Searchlight and the Daily Mirror. 

Hundreds of activists took part in over 40 activities in 26 London boroughs. 
Some were large-scale events but many were small affairs in local 
communities and markets. 

Over 20,000 newspapers have already been distributed door-to-door 
across Hackney, and over 10,000 in Barking and Dagenham. Thousands more 
were distributed in Redbridge, Wandsworth, Tower Hamlets, Enfield, 
Southwark and Haringey. 

Despite competing against a plethora of people handing out free 
commercial newspapers, the reaction in most places was fantastic. At the 
Angel tube in Islington, several people even took bundles of newspapers 
away to distribute to their friends and neighbours. 

Searchlight teamed up with the South East Region of the TUC, who had 
produced their own anti-BNP leaflet and in many areas activists distributed 
both. There was also a lot of support from trade unions. The RMT covered 
Kings Cross and Paddington stations, Unison head office leafleted Euston and 
the TSSA joined with Searchlight supporters at Liverpool Street. 

The PCS had many activists out across London. Over 2,000 newspapers 
were handed out at Victoria station, with other groups out at Clapham 
Junction and East Croydon. 

Over the next couple of weeks there will be further big activities in 
Camden, Ealing, Islington, Haringey and Lewisham. 

The weekend of HOPE signalled the beginning of the Searchlight London 
election campaign. There will be meetings, community events and shopping 
centre activities over the next few weeks. Given the size of the London 
electorate most effort will be devoted to those areas that are likely to yield 
the highest anti-BNP vote. 

Our London campaign will culminate in our U-Day, on Tuesday 29 April. 
On this one day we hope to cover as many of the capital's 200 railway and 
underground stations with an eve of poll leaflet.

‘budget full of holes’ 


ONE OF THE MAIN powers of the 
London Assembly is that it can amend 
the Mayor’s annual budget. Yet the man 
who heads the BNP’s list of candidates 
for the London Assembly — the man 
who will be elected if the BNP gets 5% 
of the vote — is totally ignorant on 
financial matters. 

Richard Barnbrook leads the BNP’s 
group of 12 councillors in the east 
London borough of Barking and 
Dagenham. Since their election in 

2006, they have formed the official 
opposition to the ruling Labour group. 
This year they proposed their first 
minority party budget — last year they 
were too ignorant to propose one and 
boycotted the budget meeting. 

This time every one of them turned out 
on 27 February in support of Barnbrook’s 
presentation of his budget, which 
proposed millions of pounds of cuts to 
council services, targeted mainly at old 
people, children and the staff of the 
borough’s human resources department. 

Barnbrook managed to struggle 
though his speech, prompted by 
Councillor Robert Bailey whenever he 
stumbled over his lines, though even 
Bailey seemed not to notice that the 
figures in Barnbrook’s speech bore little 
resemblance to those in his document. 
Questions proved somewhat harder as 
Barnbrook does not excel at thinking on 
his feet. 

First up was Val Rush, the Executive 
Member for community safety and 


parks, who challenged Barnbrook’s 
claim that he could cut the parks’ police 
budget by £150,000 by running it in- 
house. “It already is run in-house”, she 
informed him and asked him what the 
precise cuts were that would save 
£150,000. He was unable to say, the 
first of many occasions on which he 
could not explain how he had arrived at 
his figures. 

Barnbrook was also unaware that 
rubbish collection was already run in- 
house in the borough and that the law 
would not allow the council to use 
money saved by the BNP’s cuts to build 
council houses, as he had proposed. 

As for the 10,000 new council houses 
that a BNP leaflet was demanding, 
Barnbrook said they would be built on 
brownfield sites, but was unable to 
name a single such site in the borough. 

Pressed on how the BNP would 
achieve savings of 45.3 million in 
children’s services and still be able to 
fulfil the council's legal obligations, 
Barnbrook muttered something about 
ending the use of agency staff, though 
seemed to have no idea how many there 
were, how much they cost and how they 
could be replaced by direct employees 
when there is a shortage of trained 
social workers. 


Totally flawed 

It was a budget full of holes, concluded 
Councillor Philip Waker, chair of the 
scrutiny committee. “This is a phoney

Naturally the 
BNP budget was rejected on 
a vote. 

In the course of the 
debate Barnbrook had 
offered to reply to further 
questions by email. Indeed 
he invited Labour council- 
lors to inundate him with 
questions, promising he 
would respond. 

If anyone thought they 
would get more sense out of 
him in writing than in the 
debate, they were sadly 
mistaken. If anyone was 
looking for a laugh, they 
certainly hit the target. 

One of — Barnbrook’s 
biggest cuts was £3 million 
out of the 46.5 million 
budget for human resources, 
to come from reducing staff. 
Intrigued how this could be 
achieved, Councillor Mick 
McCarthy asked Barnbrook 
to outline his proposed 
new structure for the 
department, compared 
to the present structure. 

“The detail of the new structure will 
come from the relevant Chief Officers 
once the Labour Administration has 
been removed,” waffled Barnbrook, at 
the same time making it clear that he 
had no idea what the department's 
present structure was. 

He continued: “All duties relating to 
promoting equal oppurtunities [sic] and 
celebrating diversity will be removed, 
but of course, you could counter my 
case by giving me the precise figure 
for this duty which is top of the 
Council’s priorities”. 

Asked how he had budgeted for the 
cost of redundancies, Barnbrook 
showed his callous lack of concern for 
council employees and his ignorance of 
employment law by declaring, “the BNP 
is not going to burden taxpayers with 
redundancy payments”. 

As is sensible in discussions about 
budgets, where one has to consider a 
variety of possible  eventualities, 
Councillor McCarthy asked Barnbrook 
how the BNP would deliver its budget 


if he was unable to achieve

On the detailed costs of providing 
meals in-house, his meaningless reply 
was: “The answer is the BNP is 
big enough to go beyond unit costs, 
look at reduced total costs and realise 
the potential for a superior service 
within those figures. If you want a 
specific figure just look at my total, it 
includes everything.” 

Councillor Jeanne Alexander took 
the opportunity to explore further 
Barnbrook’s 45.3 million cut in 
children’s services and asked him again 
to state whether the council would be 
able to deliver the services required by 
statute if his proposals were accepted. 
Again Barnbrook had no idea: “The 
Director of Finance was satisfied that 
the BNP proposals could be presented 
as an opposition budget. As part of the 
Director of Finance’s procedure there 
was a request for feedback from the 
relevant departments and this would 
have been considered.” 

And that was it. What the borough’s 
Chief Financial Officer had actually 
said, and Barnbrook well knew it, was: 
The Council has a statutory duty to 


children and young people in line with 
national legislation both in terms of 
their education and social care needs. 
Given the priorities agreed between 
OFSTED, the Department for 
Children, Schools and Families and the 
Council set out in the Children and 
Young People’s Plan, Children’s Services 
are required to deliver against those 
priorities. The proposals put forward 
would compromise the safeguarding of 
vulnerable children and young people as 
well as their life chances and education 
and of course would prevent the Council 
from becoming excellent.” 

Barnbrook is clearly to dumb to 
notice when a local government 
employee, who is required to bend over 
backwards to be helpful to elected 
opposition councillors, is telling him 
that his budget stinks. 

All Councillor Alexander’s further 
requests for details of alternative staffing 
structures, the BNP’s service priorities 
and the impact of the BNP’s cuts on 
different groups of young people were 
met with more waffle, no specifics and 
the strange suggestion that: “we would 
pursue investigation into the homeward 
bound ideas promoted by the late Bernie 
Grant, Labour MP for Tottenham, and 
indeed some applications of the schemes 
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being considered by the London 
Mayor’s Race Advisor [Lee Jasper] 
before his recent resignation.” 

Odd how suddenly Jasper is a man of 
good ideas instead of what the BNP 
described in February as the “long-term 
Marxist Lee Jasper” who heads “a 
coterie of unelected old chums of deep 
red political opinions and equally well- 
paid ‘equality’ advisors of various shades 
of duskiness” on behalf of “Red Ken” 
Livingstone. 

Barnbrook continued: “The BNP 
always considers the effects policy has 
on population; this includes an 
unintegratable and unassailable child 
population who have traveled [sic] as 
many as 4,000 miles and crossed so 
many countries to find the first safe 
country they come to.” 

So that’s where Barnbrook’s 45.3 
million cuts will come from — 
“repatriating” those children whom he 
considers not “indigenous” to Barking 
and Dagenham. 

But at least Barnbrook is proud of his 
work. “The 2008 opposition budget 
was, in a very real way, an example 
benefiting from the input of highly 
qualified and experienced public sector 
finance professional [sic],” he told 
Councillor Alexander. <t] 


BNP votes for rise in councillor allowances 


THE BUDGET SETTING MEETING is the most important 
meeting in any local councillor’s year as it is then that the 
council decides what its priorities are, how it will provide 
services in the coming year and how much residents will 
have to pay in council tax. 

But as usual, most of England’s BNP councillors played 
little or no part in the budget discussions. In Kirklees 
Colin Auty, who prefers to spend his time recording 
racist CDs for the BNP’s Great White Records company, 
David Exley and Roger Roberts abstained on every vote. 

In Pendle Brian Parker attended the meeting, said 
nothing and voted with the other opposition parties 
against the Liberal Democrat budget. 

The BNP might have been expected to do 
more in Stoke-on-Trent, where it has six 
councillors who form the fourth largest group 
on a council with no overall control. This is, / 
after all, a city where the BNP is hoping to make \ 
gains this May. But like last year the BNP did not. 
table any budget proposal. 

In Burnley, where the BNP has been represented 
since 2002, the party's remaining four 
councillors who claim to be a 
revolutionary opposition, voted 
in favour of the Executive's 
budget as they did in 2007. 
Before 2007 they had rarely 
attended budget meetings 


and took no part when they did turn up. 

The group, led by Sharon Wilkinson, even voted 
against a Labour amendment that would have limited 
the rise in councillors’ allowances to 2% instead of the 
proposed 17%. This came as a surprise, given the BNP’s 
current gleeful obsession with the row over allowances 
paid to MPs, whom the BNP describes as “parasitic’, 
claiming “OUR money is being abused for personal gain’. 

Councillor Len Starr expressed the BNP’s only concern 
bitterly in the debate, namely that the BNP were badly 
done by because they had no committee chairs, so were 
denied the bigger rise of 22%. 

One issue of controversy surrounded cuts in local 
funding. Although the BNP has long argued that 
money should be spread more widely across the 
wards, the party voted in favour of a proposal to 
divert £10,000 from each ward to pay for long 
promised improvements to Padiham pool. 

For the first time in Burnley the BNP proposed 
its own budget amendment — a £150,000 cut in 
the community cohesion budget. As in Barking 
and Dagenham, councillors were unable to 
give any detail. The proposal was 
barely discussed and the BNP 
readily abandoned it.

Councillor failed to 
meet BNP ‘standards’ 
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MANY PEOPLE vote BNP because they think 
Britain is going to the dogs and was a better 
place in the “good old days” They forget all the 
things that have got better and dwell on those 
changes that they feel threaten them. 

Pat Pattison is one of these. A former 
longstanding supporter of the Conservative 
Party and community councillor in Llysfaen, 
North Wales, he came across the BNP after a 
brief and unhappy flirtation with the UK 
Independence Party. Liking the sound of their 
policies, he joined last September after 
obtaining reassurance from Bill Murray, the 
Welsh regional secretary, that the party was 
“definitely not racist”. 

He was soon disappointed. At his first BNP 
meeting everyone went on about “pakis” about 
anyone who was not white. He was also 
horrified to be told by a senior BNP officer that 
the Holocaust never happened. 

When Pattison, 55, joined he was defending 
himself in court against Conwy Council, which 
had banned him from council buildings 
following allegations of “threatening, abusive or 
insulting behaviour”. Nick Griffin, the BNP leader, 
came to support him, complete with his 
entourage of bodyguards, at one preliminary 
hearing and insisted that the party would pay 
his legal costs. 

But later Pattison was told that Griffin had 
not really come to support him but only as a 
publicity stunt to get on the front page of the 
local paper. And far from paying his legal costs, 
the BNP tried to put pressure on him to agree to 
an undertaking not to repeat the behaviour, 
which would have meant Pattison admitting to 
“something | haven't done”. 

The final straw came when he tried to help a 
local Muslim family in dispute with the council. 
He discovered that “the BNP hate all Muslims 
with a vengeance”. The party expelled him, 
saying he did not “meet their standards’, 
although he is at pains to point out that he was 
about to resign. 


Is this the BNP’s most useless councillor? 


A BNP councillor in Sandwell has attended just 27.3% of possible 
meetings in the 2007/08 council year. Carl Butler, who was 
elected in May 2006, is one of only two BNP councillors left in 
the borough, after Simon Smith left the party and Jamie Lloyd 
was thrown off the council for his 0% attendance. 

His colleague Russell Green also scores poorly in the value for 
money stakes, with 54.6% attendance in the same period. 


Gone to the devil 


THE BNP lost its only parish councillor in Cumbria 
in March when Nigel Williamson (pictured) died 
suddenly of a heart attack at the age of 51. 

Williamson, secretary of the BNP’s 
Copeland group, was coopted onto 
Broughton Moor Parish Council last 
November. He was also an active member 
of the Cumbrian BNP’s strongarm squad, 
travelling around the country to guard the 
party’s chairman Nick Griffin and protect 
events including the Red White and Blue 
summer festival. 

When Griffin and the Holocaust-denying 
writer David Irving attempted to speak at the 
Oxford Union last year, Williamson and his 
fellow heavies were contained by Oxfordshire’s 
boys in blue for most of the evening. 

We expect Williamson will get a very warm 
reception where he is going as he was well 
known for his interest in satanism. 


BNP offers London a list of no-hopers 


THE BNP has put forward a list of 11 candidates in the 
London-wide top-up poll and is also fighting the City and 
East constituency, which takes in its Barking and Dagenham 
stronghold. 

Elsewhere in this issue we reveal some unedifying facts about 
the first and second candidates on the list, Richard Barnbrook and 
Nick Eriksen. But among the other nine are several interesting 
characters. 

Third on the list is Robert Bailey, a colleague of Barnbrook 
on Barking and Dagenham council and failed businessman. 
Then comes Julian Leppert, the sole BNP councillor in 
Redbridge, who deserted the people who elected him and rushed 
off to join his extremist friends in Loughton, Essex. 

Roberta Woods, fifth on the list, is the sole woman candidate 
and has been the target of internal party gossip about her 
private life. 

Moving rapidly down to ninth position we find Cliff Le May 
from the BNP’s Croydon branch, a railway worker who boasts 
about his connections with the emergency services including 
the police. 

Next is Lawrence Rustem, the half Turkish son of a 
supporter of the notorious Grey Wolves terrorist organisation, 
a member of which tried to assassinate Pope John Paul II 
in 1981. Oddly Rustem sits as a councillor in Barking and 
Dagenham, a borough with a large Catholic population. 
A year ago he told the Turkish press that if he lived in Turkey 
he would vote for the Grey Wolves. 

And propping up the list is John Clarke, who was exposed in the 
Evening Standard for an attempted election fraud. 


A tale of two campaigns

Ithough the London Mayoral 
and Assembly elections are 
attracting the most political 
attention, contests are taking 
place across the country that will give 
a further indication of the potential 
strength of the British National Party 
for next year’s European elections. 

The BNP’s own focus on London 
could adversely affect the party's 
efforts in these council elections. 
Conversely, there is a danger that anti- 
fascists could devote so much of their 
resources and energy to London that 
the BNP is left to make substantial 
gains elsewhere. 

There are 70 council wards which 
the BNP could win on a 10% swing or 
less. In addition, there are 10-15 wards 
where either the BNP did not field a 
candidate last year or no elections 
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were held, where the BNP must fancy 
its chances. 

But if pre-election activity (or 
inactivity as is more often the case) 
is anything to go by, many BNP 
branches are squandering yet another 
opportunity to make an electoral 
breakthrough in the party's key areas. 

Over the past few months 
Searchlight has reported on the BNP’s 
internal wranglings. Although the 
rebellion has petered out in most 
places its impact seems to have 
reduced the BNP’s readiness to contest 
its key target wards. 

This is certainly the situation in West 
Yorkshire, one of the BNP’s strongest 
areas nationally. Most branches sided 
with the rebels and while some, such 
as in Leeds, have returned to the fold, 
other groups, such as York, Hull and 


elements of Bradford, appear to be 
outside the BNP altogether and may 
well stand as independents against 
the party. 

Most of the key personnel in 
Kirklees still sympathise with the 
expelled rebel leaders but have 
decided to stay within the party, at 
least until the May elections. 

Although the rebellion has lost 
momentum across Yorkshire, the 
political infighting has left most 
local branches inactive in recent 
months and few have done anything 
like the amount of preparation that 
would be expected of an election 
winning operation. 

The West Midlands has also enjoyed 
mixed fortunes. The BNP threat in 
Stoke-on-Trent remains very strong, 
and is growing in some areas, with the 


BNP putting out a localised version of 
the Londoner, but other areas are on 
the slide. 

This is certainly the case in Sandwell, 
once the party's strongest area 
outside Barking and Dagenham. 
The resignation of Simon Smith, the 
local organiser, coupled = with 
the humiliating exposé of councillor 
James Lloyd has led to morale 
collapsing and activity ceasing. 

It is in the North West where 
the after effects of the rebellion have 
had greatest impact. Former BNP 
activists in Oldham, Tameside and 
Stockport appear to be about to stand 
as independents. 

Oldham is particularly interesting. 
The BNP appears to be struggling 
to find any local candidates after 
its former organiser, Martin 
Brierley, defected to the 
England First Party and his | 
predecessor, Anita Corbett, 
decided to contest her Royton 
seat as an independent. 

Other branches have also been 
severely affected by the party's 
internal divisions. Blackburn and 
Manchester branches have all but 
collapsed and Wigan, though fielding 
candidates under the BNP banner, 
remains loyal to the rebellion. 

Even in Burnley the BNP is not going 
into these elections in a_ positive 
manner. After recently losing a High 
Court case over a disputed election 
result last year, the BNP enters the 
campaign in a weaker position than 
for some years. 

In Thurrock, Essex, where the BNP 
stood in every ward last year and 
averaged 24%, there has been little if 
any serious work done in recent months. 

One of the few key areas, apart from 
Stoke-on-Trent, where the BNP has 
been active is Epping Forest. Here the 
BNP is vigorously defending three 
seats and hoping to get several people 
elected to Loughton Town Council. 

Newly emerging risk authorities 
are Barnsley, Nuneaton & Bedworth

No complacency 
The BNP appears not to have learnt 
the lessons of its electoral failure last 
year, when it did too _ little 
campaigning too late. While this is 
good news for anti-fascists it would be 
wrong to be complacent. Few of the 
conditions that have helped the BNP 
gain support have disappeared. Most 
of the BNP’s key target wards are held 
by Labour, which is losing support, if 
the opinion polls are to be believed. 
The work by anti-fascists and the 
best placed political parties in the key 
wards has been mixed. Last year's 
results followed a poorly targeted 
BNP campaign combined’ with 
increased effort by the main parties. 
This has continued in some areas but 
not in others.

The readiness of the main parties 
in key areas such as Dudley, 
Barnsley and Epping to take on 
the BNP is questionable. In some 
other areas complacency over last 
year’s results could endanger the 
gains made. 

Over the next few weeks there will 
be a frenzy of activity across the 
country. Although the BNP will be 
directing activists to London, with two 
key weekends of action planned in the 
capital, it will also carry out 
considerably more work in its key 
target wards. 

Searchlight will be working with 
anti-fascists in all the key areas to 
hold activities, conduct telephone 
canvassing and election day turnout 
campaigns. It is vital that as many 
people as possible get involved. 

The BNP's fixation with 
London gives us an opportunity to 
reinforce the gains we made across 
the country last year. Conversely, 
if we focus too much on London 
then we risk squandering last year’s 
results and giving the BNP a perfect 
platform to launch its European 
election campaign.

Thetime to actis now

THURSDAY 20 MARCH provided us all with a timely 
reminder of the threat we are facing. The British National 
Party won a council by-election in Havering, east London, 
with 38% of the vote. Yes, it was a seat that the far right 
party had already held, but given the amount of work put 
in by both the Conservatives and Labour, and the fact that 
the BNP won with an increased majority, the warning 
bells are ringing out loud. 

There are signs that support for the BNP is growing. 
A week earlier, and on the other side of London, the BNP 
picked up 4.1% in a council by-election in Harrow, again 
an increase compared to its vote in this ward in the 2004 
London elections. 

On the same day as the Havering result, the BNP took up 
22% in a council by-election in Arun, on the South Coast. 

These results must galvanise all anti-fascists and indeed 
anyone who opposes the BNP’s message of hate. The BNP 
for their part are certainly buoyed up. Internally they no 
longer talk of winning one seat on the London Assembly 
but two or three. 

Two or three seats on the London Assembly this year 
would provide them with a perfect springboard for the 
European elections in 2009. A strong breakthrough in 
London would put the BNP in with a chance in six 
regions of the country. And it is no exaggeration that this 
sort of result would transform politics in this country and 
it would be for the worse. 

Are we being alarmist? Yes and no. Yes, we are 
highlighting what could happen and depicting the worst 
case scenario. But no, we are not being alarmist because 
our worst case scenario is a realistic possibility. 

How events will play out will be largely down to all 
those who oppose the BNP’s racism. 

We are learning that we cannot rely on the political parties 
to galvanise voters. There is widespread disillusionment 
among great swathes of the electorate, especially among 
those communities and groups whom we really need to turn 
out and vote if the BNP is to be held back. 

The recent “White Season” on BBC television, and the 
Newsnight opinion poll published in conjunction with it, 
illustrated the degree of separation and disillusionment 
among white working class people with the mainstream 
political parties. And for white working class one must 
read Asian and black working class as well. 

There is a divide between the body politic and the 
people and it is not going to be closed any time soon. 
Thus the onus is on others to do this job. 

It is work that we must do ourselves — and it can be done. 

We have a few weeks to go before the local elections 
and it is time to get active. Too many people still appear 


oblivious to the BNP threat and this has to change. 
Too many people have no idea that the BNP stands a 
realistic chance of winning one, two or three seats on 
the London Assembly nor do they understand the 
growing threat posed by the BNP in places outside 
London, such as Stoke-on-Irent, Dudley, South 
Yorkshire and even Thurrock. 

Most shockingly, many of these people should know 
better. I was recently asked by a senior adviser to a Cabinet 
Minister how I thought the BNP would do in London. 
When I said that they could win between one and three 
seats he looked truly shocked. “We'd better write some 
lines then,” he said in disbelief. 

I wanted to say that perhaps his time would be better 
spent trying to persuade his minister to address some of 
the underlying issues that are causing people to vote BNP, 
but I knew it would prove pointless. 


We can win 

The task we face is not easy but it can be done. We have 
shown that we can beat the BNP in first-past-the-post 
local elections almost everywhere in the country. Last May 
the BNP confidently predicted 60 local election gains — 
they ended up with a net gain of zero. 

This was the result not of changing political fortunes 
nationally but of the hard work of all three main political 
parties in the key seats and anti-fascists who adopted a 
more targeted and sophisticated approach. 

This must happen again and we are confident that in 
most places it will, but there are still areas where we are all 
a long way behind where we would like to be. 

London is obviously a more difficult task. With 11 
Assembly members being selected by proportional 
representation the BNP only needs 5% to win one seat, 
8% for two and as little as 11% for three. 

The BNP can be stopped but only if we galvanise the 
anti-racist vote. This requires everyone in London who 
opposes the BNP message to do their bit. It might be 
simply to convince five friends to vote who might 
otherwise not have done so, it might be to send emails to 
everyone they know reminding them of the importance of 
voting. It might even be to make sure the BNP threat is 
raised in their workplace, community or place of worship. 

It might also mean getting involved in Searchlight’s 
HOPE not hate campaign. 

Whichever way, we must all do our bit. 

It is no point complaining about the BNP success on 
2 May if we have failed to do everything in our power to 
stop them.

The parents of Rachel Whitear have hit out against a sick BNP leaflet which seeks to 
exploit their daughter’s tragic death for their racist cause, reports David Williams. 


ONE OF THE LATEST incarnations 
of BNP racism is the claim that there is 
an intrinsic link between “Islam” and the 
heroin trade. The opening salvo in this 
latest anti-Muslim crusade was fired by 
Nick Griffin, the BNP leader, on the 
BBC’s Newsnight programme on 6 
March, when he accused Muslim 
immigrants of being responsible for 
Britain's hard drugs problems. Presenter 
Kirsty Wark responded: “I think there’s 
a number of people that would dispute 
that,” seemingly so taken aback by such 
brazen falsehood that she did not argue 
with him. 

As part of this sick and distorted 
attempt to blame Muslims for the drugs 
trade, the BNP has issued leaflets in the 
North West, where Griffin is now 
the regional organiser, entitled: “The 
heroin trade, a crime against humanity — 
time for Muslims to apologise”. 

Disgracefully the leaflets used the 
harrowing picture of Rachel Whitear, 
who died in 2000 of a heroin overdose. 
Her parents had released the image, 
which shows her corpse slumped with a 
syringe still in her hand, for use on 
posters forming part of a hard-hitting 
anti-drugs initiative. 

But the BNP saw only an opportunity 
to make cheap political capital and 
boost hatred against the Muslim 
community. “I was truly horrified when 
I saw what theyd done with it,” said 
Pauline Holcroft, Rachel’s mother. 
“Even if one of the main political 
parties had asked us if they could use it 
in a campaign I think we would have to 
say no. For the BNP to use it without 
even seeking our permission is an insult 
to my daughter’s memory.” 

The Lancashire police hate crimes 
unit has confirmed that it is investigating 
the leaflets, which have been distributed 
in Preston, Pendle and Burnley, on 
suspicion of inciting racial hatred. 

Simon Darby, the BNP’s press officer 
and deputy leader, refused to apologise, 
saying he stood by the comments in the 
leaflet and did not believe it was wrong 
to use the photograph. 

Lee Barnes, the BNP’s deranged 
legal officer, agreed and went on the 
offensive, attacking and abusing

Rachel’s parents as “pitiful” and adding 
venomously: “Rachel was a junkie 
who bought heroin that funds the 
bombs, the killers and jihadists around 
the world”. 

In his outrageous and disgusting rant 
he continued: “she was not an angel, she 
was an accomplice to genocide, 
terrorism and a funder of the most 
vicious criminal gangs on the planet as 
she funded the terrorists and gangsters 
that cause such misery across the planet 
... The idea that she should be regarded 
as a victim is repulsive ... The idea we 
should treat with reverence the image of 
their dead junkie daughter is repulsive.” 

No, no, no, what is repulsive is 
Barnes’ utter lack of human 
compassion or understanding. 

Barnes's rancid and warped attack on 
Rachel Whitear, her parents and all 
those whose lives and communities are 
blighted by heroin, which includes 
ironically Barnes himself as his 
own step brother died of a heroin 
overdose, conceals the fact that several 
BNP members have convictions for 
possession of drugs such as heroin and 
crack cocaine. 

Take for instance Sharif Gawad 
of Hawes Avenue, Bowling, Bradford, 
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Sharif Gawad: fined £80 for possession 
of heroin 


who was found guilty and fined £80 for 
possession of heroin by Bradford 
magistrates in December 2007. 
Cast your minds back to May 2006 and 
you might remember the furore about 
the same Sharif Gawad standing as the 
BNP candidate in Bradford’s Bowling 
and Barkerend ward. His candidacy 
caused uproar in the BNP at the time 
because of his less than Aryan 
credentials. The party was forced to insist 
that he was of Armenian descent and 
most certainly “Christian” not a Muslim. 

The hypocrisy does not end there. 
In May 2005 Karl Hanson, the 
BNP’s general election candidate in 
Huddersfield, was fined £400 at Leeds 
Crown Court after pleading guilty to 
possessing heroin and crack cocaine 
with intent to supply. 

And one of the BNP’s first elected 
councillors, Robin Evans in Blackburn, 
left the party complaining that his 
branch was dominated by drug dealers 
and football hooligans. 

Searchlight is also aware of a number 
of BNP officers who have children with 
serious drug problems or convictions for 
dealing in such substances. Clearly none 
of these are Muslims. People in glass

Leon Greenman 


LEON GREEMAN 98288 - the only 
Englishman incarcerated in Auschwitz 
~ has sadly died, aged 97. For over half 
a century he dedicated his life to 
Holocaust education and was 
passionate in his pursuit to tell the 
truth about the Nazi death camps. 

Emerging from  Buchenwald’s 
liberation by the Americans in 1945, 
he entered mainstream life bearing 
the physical and mental scars of 
torture, beatings, imprisonment and 
hard labour. His wife and son had been 
exterminated by the Nazis and he - 
eventually — returned to London with 
raxen dari are | but willpower and 
determination. 

His strength was his conviction in 
humanity: Leon was confident that if 
people knew what happened in the 
camps, they would commit themselves 
to prevent a _ repetition of the 
Holocaust. This belief took him to 
thousands of schools, colleges and 
conferences to speak to hundreds of 
thousands of people. For this he was 
awarded an OBE in 1998. In his words: 


“Young and old alike must learn 
about the Holocaust as warning 
against the dangers of racism. 
There is no difference in colour or 
religion. If | had survived to betray 
the dead it would have been 
better not to survive. We must not 
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Leon changed people's lives with his 
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the camps and the fight against racism 
were not a history lesson: they were a 
battle today to prevent a repeat of 
history. For that he paid a heavy price. 
His home was attacked by nazis in 
1994 and he endured death threats

His five brothers and sisters lived 
in London, where he was born in 
1910 in Whitechapel. He had trained 
as a barber, had aspirations to be 
a boxer and loved singing and 
entertaining people. 

Arriving as one of 700 Jews from the 
Netherlands in Auschwitz in October 
1942, he waved to Else and two and

weekend. Along with others, he had 
no knowledge of the reality and it took 
him years to accept that his wife and 
son had been gassed and burnt in 
open pits. Leon was one of only two

It was during his recovery in a French 
hospital, that he took his vow to 
educate others. He faced a wall of 
silence: Britain in 1946 was radically 
different from the way it is now, with 
Holocaust Memorial Day and a 
national curriculum that educates 
every schoolchild about the Holocaust. 
These are the result of the work people 
such as Leon undertook for decades: 
the survivors who could tell the truth. 
Since 1995, the Jewish Museum has 
hosted a permanent exhibition of 
Leon’s life and experience and he was 
to be found there every Sunday, willing 
to talk to anyone.

INSPIRING THES 


By John Ferguson 


he aims of this exhibition are 

simple enough - to celebrate 

the contribution to British 

culture and public life that 
black people have made over the past 
few decades. 

The achievements of these 50 
individuals, however, have been far 
from simple. Breaking through the 
glass ceiling that still exists for black 
people in British society even today in 
2008 still requires persistence, 
ambition and guts. 

In some parts of Britain, the kind of 
role models young black people grow 
up with are almost entirely negative. 
This exhibition is an attempt to 
redress the balance. 

It is very much a personal 
selection, but all those featured 
here have succeeded in their 
chosen professions because of 
unflinching determination to reach 
their full potential. 

Whether they excel in ballet, art, 
politics, sport, medicine or fire- 
fighting, they all share particular 
qualities: dogged perseverance, a 
refusal to conform to stereotypes and 
an ability to overstep prejudice. 

What they have in common is that 
every one has the power to inspire 
the next generation. 

It is not a myth that black people 
have to try harder in order to reach 
the same goals that their white 
contemporaries take for granted. 
The playing field may be tipping, but 
is still very far from level. 

Young black people today must 
confront a prevailing sense of failure 
before they even enter the arena of 
adult life. And no wonder when 
there are so few visible positive role 
models — especially away from the 
sporting and musical arenas — to

inspire them to achieve the full sum 
of their potential. 

The negative culture of fear and 
rejection is slowly being eroded, but 
what prevails is a residue of 
disillusionment that is difficult 
to eradicate. 

There are no quick fixes here. 
Recognition and achievement come 
from hard work and determination. 
These 50 people have not reached 
their position by luck or heritage; 
they have each had to push back the 
boundaries that are in place. 

Attitudes in Britain have definitely 
changed over the years for the better. 
When both my parents arrived from 
Jamaica in the late 1950s to take up 
jobs in nursing and engineering, life 
was infinitely harder. To me, they were 
the original black pioneers. 

Two decades later in the 1980s 
when | first entered the media world 
that was “Fleet Street”, | arrived wide- 
eyed and excited about seeing my 
pictures printed in the national press. 
In 2008, black people are still 
drastically under-represented in 
media, but in 1986 prejudice — 
amongst a vocal minority — was rife. 
For every boss and colleague that 
judged me by my photography not 
my colour, there were those who 
made it abundantly clear they saw me 
in terms of my colour first. 

Like many of my fellow black 
contemporaries | came to a decision 
that | would never allow that 
prejudice to deter my efforts and 
distract me from my goal of 
becoming the best photographer 
| could be. 

Some 20 years later scope for 
advancement is improving slowly and 
it is time to challenge the mental 
chains that are still holding back a 


generation. This means not just 
challenging the expectations of the 
white mainstream, but also 
encouraging young black people 
themselves to challenge their own 
negative mindset about what they 
can achieve. 

There are opportunities now in this 
country that our grandparents could 
only have dreamed of - and we owe it 
to them to grab these chances with 
both hands. 

One of the subjects | photographed 
for the exhibition is the young ballet 
dancer Shevelle Dynott. Shevelle took 
part in a dance initiative at his 
primary school in Brixton at the age of 
seven. The Lambeth “chance to 
dance” scheme propelled him into the 
spotlight, but his success was not 
achieved without much sacrifice and 
discouragement. 

Once he was even booed off stage 
by his whole school during one of his 
performances, which led him to 
consider giving up on his dancing. 

Fortunately Shevelle persevered 
and is now part of the prestigious 
English National Ballet company, with 
whom he has travelled extensively 
around the world. 

His dancing has also opened many 
doors and given him new 
opportunities that otherwise would 
not have come his way. His success 
has made him a well deserved role 
mole and a champion for young black 
people, many of whom would not 
have thought of ballet as a career 
option. Shevelle’s achievements have 
paved the way for other young 
people to believe that with passion 
and commitment they too 
can overcome the barriers and 
prejudices that can prevent them 
reaching their goals. 


Growing up, | had my own heroes 
who helped me challenge prejudice 
in my own life. Many of them - 
individuals such as Charlie Williams, 
John Conteh, Frank Bruno, Joan 
Armatrading and Bill Morris - are 
included here. 

This exhibition is my own attempt 
to give something to the next 
generation of young black people. 
If only one young person is inspired 
to change their life by the 
achievements of these 50 black 
pioneers, then | believe the project 
will have been worthwhile. 
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BNP London election campaign 
hit by conviction of police 
infiltrator on weapons charges

LAST MONTH the Chief Constable 
of Merseyside, Bernard Hogan-Howe, 
spoke out against judges who fail to 
impose the mandatory five-year 
minimum sentence for gun crime. 

One of the cases he may have heard of 
through the Association of Chief Police 
Officers (ACPO) was that of Ellis 
Hammond, where the police and courts 
managed to snatch failure out of the 
jaws of success. 

At the turn of the year Post Office 
security officers intercepted a package 
from the USA that contained a Taser, or 
stun gun. The addressee was a 23-year- 
old man called Ellis Hammond living in 
southeast London. 

The information was passed to the 
police, who took only minutes to realise 
that Hammond was a serving Police 
Community Support Officer (PCSO). 

A search of his home uncovered a CS 
gas canister, a police retractable baton, a 
knuckle duster, eight combat knives, 
four BB guns, one replica AK47 assault 
rifle and one pair of police issue 
handcuffs. Along with the hardware 
was British National Party literature, 
25-30 imported US t-shirts bearing 
nazi and white power symbols and 
hardline racist and nazi slogans, a copy 
of The Turner Diaries, the book by the 
late William Pearce that has served as 
a blueprint for nazi terrorism in the 
USA and, to top it off, a BNP 
membership card. 

By coincidence Hammond had left 
his mobile phone on a table in the 
police canteen where he was stationed. 
An officer turned it on hoping to 
establish the identity of the owner and 
saw a message from the BNP to 
Hammond. He quickly reported it 
to one of his senior officers who were 
already aware of the Taser find. 

Hammond had originally applied to 
become a full police officer. On his 
application form he said he was not a 
BNP member, had never been one 
and was not likely to join in future. 
A positive answer to any of the 


questions would have debarred him 
from the police and prison service. 
He failed the interview anyway and 
later applied to become a PCSO, 
hoping eventually to make his way into 
the police that way. He was recruited 
after lying on his application form 
about his BNP membership. 

It appears he was not active in any of 
the local BNP branches but may have 
been talent spotted by BNP officers and 
groomed to join up, acting in spy 
parlance as a sleeper or deep mole. 

As a PCSO Hammond patrolled a 
beat that included the spot where the 
black teenager Stephen Lawrence had 
been brutally killed by a white racist 
gang in 1993. He was regarded as an 
exemplary officer with no hint of racism, 
whose good record would ease the way 
for him to become a full police officer. 

At first the police treated the case with 
the full seriousness it deserved, including 
sending one of the replica weapons for 
tests to see if it could be converted into a 
useable firearm. They also acted on 
information from Searchlight that 
Hammond had bought a lethal crossbow 
from the USA, a weapon of choice for 
nazis worldwide. Although it was not 
found on the first search of his house it 
was eventually recovered. 

Then we heard that Hammond was 
being allowed to resign before going to 
court rather than be sacked. We also 
heard that there were differences 
between the Crown Prosecution Service 
and the officers dealing with the case 
over what form the charges against 
Hammond should take. 

Last month Hammond appeared at 
Bexley Magistrates’ Court and pleaded 
guilty to two charges under the 
Firearms Act for possession and 
purchase of prohibited weapons relating 
to the Taser gun and the CS spray, both 
of which carry prison sentences. He was 
conditionally discharged for 12 months. 

By allowing him to resign from the 
police, the CPS did not have reveal his 
background or BNP membership to the

court, so it was unlikely the press would 
pick up the story. This is not the first 
time that serving police officers with 
far-right connections have been let 
down gently. 

Inquiries to a BNP spokesperson 
about members illicitly joining the 
police service produced the response: 
“We have dozens of police members 
and that is just the ones who tell us what 
they do. Some of our members are quite 
senior, above inspector level.” 

Hammond told a journalist that 
he did not want any publicity as it 
would ruin his life. When the 
journalist tried to take the conversation 
further, Hammond responded: “I’m 
going to go now because I am getting 
really annoyed”. 

Hammond is a nazi liar who has 
armed himself to the teeth, infiltrated 
the community police and reveals he 
cannot control his temper. The police 
and the CPS have gone down a strange 
path in this case that has allowed a 
potential terrorist to go free. 

Searchlight has referred the case to 
Tony McNulty, the Home Office 
minister responsible for policing, who 
sent a file to Sir lan Blair, the 
Metropolitan Police Commissioner. 
The CPS is also looking into what 
went wrong.

(NVU) took to the streets of Bergen Op 
Zoom on 1 March in the first of what 
they have trumpeted as_ eight 
demonstrations to be held this year. It 
was the NVU’s first demonstration 
since its fiasco last October in Arnhem, 
the home town of the party’s leader 
Constant Kusters. 

On that occasion, because of a counter- 
demonstration by antifascists on the 
other side of the city, the police cracked 
down on the nazis, especially so-called 
Autonomous Nationalists belonging to 
National Socialist Action (NSA). 

The Autonomous Nationalists are a 
bunch of young people from groups 
including Blood and Honour, the 
Action Front, Combat 18, NSA and 
Youth Storm, who wear black clothes, 
baseball caps and Palestinian scarves in 
a direct copy of the dress code of some 
radical leftists. Their “black block” 
formation on demonstrations is also 
copied from the far left and is 
supposedly a means of protecting 
themselves from attack by the police or 
opponents. They now form the largest 
cohort on NVU demonstrations and 
bring their own banners and slogans. 

In October, the riot police strip 
searched the Autonomous Nationalists

and arrested some individuals, including 
Eite Homan, leader of the National 
Socialist Action Front, who is also the 
grandiosely titled Chief of the Security 
Guard of the NVU. 

When the demonstration started an 
hour late, it was surrounded by riot police 
from the outset and attracted little 
interest from local people. The speeches 
were boring and a deflated Kusters 
announced a long winter break. 

This decision was not to the liking of 
Youth Storm and the NSA, who 
organised their own march in mid- 
December in Zoetermeer, where some 
of the hard core of Youth Storm used to 
live, demanding a youth centre for 
young people with “nationalist and 
socialist ideas”. 

They also called for a halt to police 
harassment. This demand stemmed 
from a strategy developed by the police 
to make life difficult for the growing 
number of nazi youths in the town 
by harassing them, their friends and 
their families. Wherever they went the 
police would turn up to talk to them, 
move them on and discourage them 
from meeting. 

The December demonstration 
attracted only about 40 young people 
and ended with a speech by the 


Netherlands’ very own Hitler lookalike, 
Stefan Wijkamp, who lamented the 
defeat of Germany in the war and 
claimed that Hitler was a nice chap. 
Although some of the speech was of 
doubtful legality the police did 
not intervene. 

The choice of Bergen Op Zoom 
near the Belgian border for the 
demonstration on 1 March was not 
auspicious. As soon as news spread that 
a bunch of nazis were going to parade 
through the town, anger rose among 
residents who were not placated when 
they learned that the mayor had banned 
an anti-fascist protest by local young 
people and that the NVU would march 
through an area where many 
immigrants live. 

On the day, a colourful mixture of 
local youngsters, bikers, skateboarders, 
Turkish and Moroccan youth, football 
fans and anti-fascists greeted the crew 
of around 90 nazis mainly from the 
Autonomous Nationalists. Also present 
was a delegation from the laughably 
titled UK Division of the Racial 
Volunteer Force led by Adrian Brooks, 
who made a short speech. The nazis’ 
slogans included “national socialism, 
now!” and “Hamas, Jihad, Hezbollah”. 

Halfway through the demonstration, 
the nazis paused to hold a minute’s 
silence for Imad Mughniyah, a leading 
Hezbollah terrorist who was 
assassinated in Syria on 12 February, 
and to hear a speech by the NSA’s 
leader, Alwin Walther, who declared 
that the work of this “true example 
for every anti-Zionist” would “lead 
to the destruction of the occupiers 
of Palestine”. 

Soon after this, the event descended 
into chaos as hundreds of counter- 
demonstrators bombarded the nazis 
with clods of earth, eggs and bottles and 
deafened them with roars of derision. 
The riot police were barely able to clear 
a path through the large numbers of 
opponents who had gathered to show 
their disgust at the nazis. 

The nazi demonstration season has 
reopened but the NVU’s aggressive face 
was met by a more aggressive reaction 
from ordinary people who simply do not 
want nazis fouling their streets. ~<a

The murderers 
are among us 


Official interest in Namibia in an infamous apartheid 
killer at large in Britain is beginning to gather pace, 
report Dave Williams and Klaus Maler. 
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he Namibian  Prosecutor- 
General Martha Imalwa has told 
Searchlight that the Namibian 
authorities will look again at the 
case files of the apartheid killer Leonard 
Michael Veenendaal to establish “if we 
should have the evidence” to make a 
formal case for extradition. 

Until now the Namibian authorities 
have been reluctant formally to request 
Veenendaal’s extradition from the UK 
unless they can be reasonably certain of 
securing a conviction. Another reason 
for inaction’) has, been, | petty 
administrative hurdles such as the fact 
that the original docket, which is 
needed for the prosecution to proceed, 
is in Afrikaans and has lain untranslated 
for over 17 years. 

During the course of our interview 
Imalwa told Searchlight that there had 
been some movement on the case from 
the British side. Towards the end of 2007 
the British authorities made an “internal” 
enquiry to their Namibian counterparts 
to find out whether the Namibian 
government was still interested in 
pursuing Veenendaal’s extradition. 

That the bureaucratic wheels are 
finally turning appears to be the result of 
enquiries made both by Searchlight and, 
with increasing vigour, by the Namibian 
Sun and the influential Insight Magazine, 
both of which have carried articles on 
Veenendaal asking pointedly why he has 
not been extradited. 

Utoni Nujoma, the deputy Minister 
of Justice, was more forthright, telling 
Namibian journalists that his ministry 
would “vigorously pursue the issue” 
of bringing Veenendaal to justice. 
“The families of the victims of these 
terrorist activities want to see justice,” 
Nujoma said. 

Following several decades of guerrilla 
war between the South West African 
People’s Organisation (SWAPO) and 
the forces of the apartheid state, South 


_ Africa finally agreed to relinquish its 


administration of South West Africa, 
as Namibia was called until 1990. 
Instead it switched to a murderous 
campaign of destabilisation aimed at 


disrupting the country’s first “free and 
fair” elections in November 1989 that 
were taking place under the supervision 
of the United Nations Transition 
Assistance Group (UNTAG) and were 
to lead to the country’s independence 
the following year. 

The South African Defence Forces 
had other ideas. They embarked upon a 
concerted and well-funded covert 
disinformation campaign aimed at 
derailing SWAPO, disrupting _ its 
election meetings and feeding false 
information to the media. 

Money was channelled to a number of 
paramilitary groups including Aksie 
Kontra 435, which was formed in 
Keetmanshoop under the leadership of 
Louis van der Westhuizen in 1988. 
The group recruited heavily among 
members of the white supremacist South 
African Afrikaner Resistance Movement 
(AWB), which had an office in 
Windhoek, the Namibian capital. 
Veenendaal was a committed member of 
the AWB and a personal bodyguard to its 
leader Eugene ‘Terre’Blanche, who 
described Veenendaal as “my little fanatic” 
because of his propensity for violence. 

Members of Aksie Kontra 435 and 
the AWB waged an illegal and violent 
campaign aimed at forcing UNTAG 
out of Namibia and rendering the 
general election impossible. In line with 
this objective three Aksie Kontra 435 
members — Leonard Veenendaal, Darryl 
Stopforth and the German neo-nazi 
Horst Klenz — carried out a grenade 
attack on an UNTAG regional office at 
Outjo in South West Africa on 10 
August 1989, during which the building 
was “substantially” damaged and David 
Hoaseb, a security guard, was killed. 

The three men were arrested and held 
in Windhoek. During their subsequent 
arraignment at Outjo Magistrates court 
on 4 December 1989 an accomplice hid 
a pistol in a toilet cistern. Veenendaal 
asked to go to the toilet, retrieved the 
gun and concealed it on himself. As the 
prisoners were being transported back 
to custody, two white men attacked the 
vehicle after it had stopped to allow 
the prisoners to relieve themselves. 
During the ensuing struggle Ricardo van 
Wyk, a police officer, was shot and killed. 

The two men who _ facilitated 
Veenendaal’s escape from custody were 
Nicolaas “Cliffie” Barnard and Henk 
Bredenhann, both members of the 
AWB “Iron Guard”. Barnard was one of 
the AWB’s most active terrorists, 
responsible for the bombing of the 
Worcester shopping centre on 
Christmas Eve 1996, which killed four 
black shoppers and injured 60. 

Veenendaal returned to South Africa 
where he remained politically active in 
support of his racist cause, undeterred 
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Youngsters for Swapo on the eve of Namibia's first free election in November 1989 


by an application for his extradition to 
Namibia in June 1990. Although the 
South African authorities arrested 
him, their Namibian counterparts 
were unable to interrogate him about 
his involvement in the murderous 
campaign to undermine SWAPO and 
he was released. 

The following month Johannesburg 
was rocked by a wave of nazi terrorism 
conducted principally by the 
Orde Boerevolk, a terrorist group led 
by Bredenhann’s father. Veenendaal 
and Stopforth were among a number 
of AWB members rounded up. 
They appeared in court two months 
later but escaped justice. One can only 
assume that their case was lost in the last 
turbulent days of the apartheid regime. 

The following year a bomb went off 
at the offices of the Vrye Weekblad, an 
anti-apartheid weekly that delighted in 
published the confessions of defectors 
from the South African death squads. 
A security officer later told journalists 
that “a certain Leonard Veenendaal” had 
confessed to the bombing “after being 
ever so slightly tortured”. 

Veenendaal and Stopforth eventually 
appeared in court in Johannesburg in 
April 1992 and were found extraditable. 
They promptly went on hunger strike 
and were granted bail in November that 
year. Free again Veenendaal turned to 
more orthodox channels through which 
to pursue his racist politics and was 
elected as a Conservative councillor in 
Newcastle, KwaZulu-Natal. Shortly 
before South Africa’s first free elections 
Veenendaal is believed to have been 
acting as a military trainer for Buthelezi’s 
Inkatha troops preparing the civil war. 

In 1996 the Minister of Justice 
approved finally the extradition of 
Veenendaal and Stopforth. Both men 
promptly applied to the Supreme Court 
asking for a delay in their removal to 
face justice until South Africa’s Truth 
and Reconciliation Committee (TRC), 
which was charged with investigating 


the crimes of the apartheid era, had 
heard their plea for amnesty. The TRC 
eventually rejected his request on the 
grounds that it could not pardon crimes 
that had been committed in another 
country. It hardly mattered. By that 
time he and Stopforth were long gone. 
Klenz languished in prison though later 
succeeded in returning to Germany 
where he lives today. 

Veenendaal arrived at Heathrow 
Airport, London, in 1997 on a passport 
acquired from a friend. When challenged, 
he immediately claimed asylum. 
His family joined him a year later. 
Today Veenendaal lives in Wisbech, 
Cambridgeshire, and works as a senior 
technical services manager for Cambridge 
County Council’ Education ICT 
department. Quite why the British 
authorities, and more to the point a 
Labour government, have allowed a man 
involved in a terrorist campaign that 
resulted in two murders to reside in 
England remains a mystery. 

Cambridgeshire County Council’s 
press officer Tony Taylorson told 
Insight. “Cambridgeshire | County 
Council’s human resources department 
is satisfied that Leonard Veenendaal is 
able to work in the UK having gone 
through thorough checks via the 
immigration service in the UK, South 
Africa and Namibia”. Asked about his 
current status Taylorson said that 
Veenendaal had acquired UK residency. 

Surveying the nefarious activities of 
the apartheid regime, the TRC 
concluded that the South African state 
had committed “gross violations of 
human rights on a vast scale” between 
1966 and 1989. Given that Veenendaal 
played a leading role in what the TRC 
went on to describe as “a systematic 
pattern of abuse”, one has to wonder 
why for the past decade neither the UK 
nor Namibia has shown the necessary 
political will to bring to justice one of 
the apartheid era’s most violent fugitives, 
Leonard Michael Veenendaal. ~<a

THE USE OF NEO-NAZI 
thugs such as Leonard 
Veenendaal to desta- 
bilise South West Africa, 
now Namibia, ran in 
tandem with the estab- 
lishment of a covert 
military structure called 


the Civil Cooperation 
Bureau (CCB), which 
specialised in covert 


assassination and the murder of politi- 
cal opponents of the apartheid regime. 

One of the greatest “successes” of this 
death squad was the murder of Anton 
Lubowski (pictured), the secretary 
general of the South West African 
People's Organisation (SWAPO) and its 
most senior white member, who was 
shot dead outside his home in the 
Namibian capital of Windhoek on 12 
September 1989. 

The names of those responsible for 
Lubowski’s execution have been well 
known since 1990 although they 
escaped justice. Now, however, 
pressure to reopen the case is growing 
following complaints from a journalist 
that important evidence was not 
presented at Lubowski’s inquest. As a 
result the Namibian Prosecutor- 
General, Martha Imalwa, has promised 
to review the case. 

This news is welcome. Hopefully it 
will also prompt a closer enquiry into 
the violent subversive activities of the 
South African apartheid regime’s CCB 
whose disinformation campaigns, 
dummy firms, sabotage, breakdowns, 
bomb attacks, poisoning of drinking 
water in neighbouring countries and 
murders were all part of its formidable 
repertoire of terror. 

The CCB was formed in 1986 as a 
clandestine instrument of the South 
African armed forces to wage war 
against those opposed to apartheid in 
neighbouring countries. Before it was 
wound up the CCB had nine regional 
structures as well as operational cadres 
in Europe (including Britain), who were 
responsible for the murder of the ANC 
activist Dulcie September, gunned 
down in her Paris office. 

The CCB were not alone in their 
murderous work. Composed of 
criminals and fraudsters, usually 


drawn from the ranks of serving and 
former policemen and members of 
the military, the death squads had the 
power over human life at their 
disposal together with huge sums of 
cash and a more or less fireproof 
guarantee of exemption from 
punishment. By the time president 
F W de Klerk attempted a cautious 
liberalisation of South African society 
from 1989 onwards, the CCB death 
squads, and others, were operating 
almost completely autonomously. 

During the final phase of apartheid, 
the state apparatus was far from united 
or homogenous. Parts of the police and 
military laboured to prevent the step- 
by-step dismantling of apartheid. A so- 
called “third force” emerged in many 
places to carry out assassination 
attempts and massacres and to bring 
the conflict in KwaZulu between 
Buthelezi and the ANC, which cost the 
lives of thousands, to boiling point. 
With civil war looming, their working 
hypothesis was to bring closer a seizure 
of power by the military. 

None of the leading figures in the 
apartheid regime who sanctioned 
these extra-judicial killings - the 
generals, secretaries of defence and 
high-ranking politicians in the state's 
Security Council - ever faced justice. 
Those who were punished were the 
small fry, the hired goons and trigger 
pullers, those who did the “dirty work’. 
An archetypal example was Ferdi 
Barnard, a combination of professional 
hitman and gangster who went on to 
make a career of crime as apartheid 
neared its end, without realising that 
the general protection of the law was 
no longer available to him. 

In the run-up to the Namibian election 
of November 1989, Colonel Christoffel 
Nel, the CCB intelligence chief, ordered 
his units throughout Africa and indeed 
Europe to “do something” in Namibia 
against the United Nations Transition 
Assistance Group (UNTAG) which would 
paralyse SWAPO and ruin its electoral 
chances. The decision to engage the CCB 
in Namibia was taken at the highest level 
by its “managing director”, Commander 
Joe Verster. 

Much of what subsequently came to 
light about the CCB did so as a result of

a falling out between Commander 
Verster and Petrus Botes, the CCB 
Region 2 director (whose remit covered 
Mozambique and Swaziland). When the 
military leadership ignored his 
concerns about CCB activities, Botes 
took his story to the anti-apartheid 
weekly Vyre Weekblad though not 
before a bomb went off in his office as a 
warning to keep quiet. 

Botes's testimony revealed that before 
the election, which was destined to 
terminate South Africa's __ illegal 
occupation of Namibia, the CCB 
leadership had directed its “operation 
teams” from Region 2 and Region 6 
(internal South Africa) under Daniel 
“Staal” Burger to Namibia to destabilise 
the country together with its existing 
unit there under the command of Rolf 
Westhuizen. Botes's team was given the 
task of murdering the prominent SWAPO 
functionaries Hidipo Hamentuya and 
Danny Tsjongerero, planting bombs at 
SWAPO meetings and lobbing hand- 
grenades into crowds. 

The CCB also developed plans to 
infect drinking water at SWAPO camps 
in northern Namibia with cholera 
bacteria and yellow fever viruses. 
As well as waging biological warfare, 
the CCB accumulated large stockpiles 
of weapons and explosives, including a 
rocket launcher, that were channelled 
to the killer gangs. 

When Botes and Verster quarrelled, 
the activities of CCB Region 2 were 
suspended and with it the plan to 
murder Hamentuya, which had entered 
its final phase. This was Lubwoski’s 
death sentence. When the plan to kill 
Hamentuya was aborted a new target 
was chosen: Anton Lubowski, the white 
SWAPO member whom the racists 
hated with a passion. 

On 1 May 1989 another anti- 
apartheid activist, David Webster, was 
shot dead outside his home. Lubowski’s 
murder four months later was almost a 
carbon copy. Webster was murdered by 
Barnard, a CCB operative and drug- 
dependent gangster. Before his trial in 
1996 several potential prosecution 
witnesses died in “accidents” or were 
murdered. Barnard was eventually 
convicted of the killing as well as 
another murder, an attempted murder

and 22 further offences. He received 
two life sentences plus 63 years for a 
range of crimes committed at the 
behest of the apartheid state. 

Barnard appeared before the TRC in 
1998 and named Calla Botha as his 
accomplice in Webster’s murder and 
Commander Verster as the man who 
gave the order. Barnard also accused 
the CCB of responsibility for Lubowski's 
murder. Twice, Barnard told the former 
Vrye Weekblad journalist Jacques Pauw, 
he had lain in wait for Lubowski, armed 
with an AK-47, but could not get a clear 
shot. His CCB colleagues then flew to 
Windhoek to finish the job. 

The CCB “internal team” tasked with 
assassinating Lubowski consisted of 
Botha, Abram “Slang” van Zyl, Barnard, 
Eugene Riley and Chappies Maree. 
It was led by Burger. Attached to this 
outfit was the Irish murderer Donald 
“Dolan” Acheson. 

The decision to murder Lubowski was 
taken at a CCB meeting at the Rose Bank 
hotel in Johannesburg on 1 September 
1989, Burger and Maree playing a key 


role. Following the decision, van Zyl was 
dispatched to Windhoek, to put 
Lubowski under close surveillance. 

On the morning of the murder, 
Burger flew to Windhoek under the 
name “Gagiano’, returning the next day. 
Acheson, who also received an order to 
poison the journalist Gwen Lister, had 
flown to Windhoek two days earlier. 
In Windhoek, Acheson, Burger and 
Maree met up. 

On the evening of 12 September, 
Lubowski’s neighbours heard gunshots, 
which they at first thought were 
fireworks. Lubowski was shot nine times 
with an AK-47 from a passing car, later 
identified as a red Toyota Conquest, 
which Acheson had rented for the job. 
Acheson was arrested and imprisoned 
for eight months only to be released for 
lack of evidence, an act described by the 
inquest judge as the “height of 
incompetence” given the “strong prima 
facie evidence” against him. 

When Acheson was arrested the 
police investigator discovered a piece 
of paper with a pager number scrawled 


on it. This number led the police to 
Acheson's handlers: Botha, Barnard and 
Maree. Barnard and Botha, who were 
arrested as a result of this damning 
piece of evidence, revealed the 
existence of the CCB after some weeks 
of solitary confinement. It was only 
in the third judicial investigation in 
Namibia in June 1994, however, that 
Acheson was named as the marksman. 
The judge concluded that Acheson 
had killed Lubowski on the orders of 
the CCB and that his accomplices 
included Verster, Burger, Barnard, 
Maree, van Zyl, Botha, Wouter Basson, 
Johan Niemoeller and Charles Neelse. 
Despite his apparent guilt, no effort 
was made to extradite Acheson to 
Namibia. In April 1991 he was deported 
from South Africa to the UK as an 
undesirable alien, having no resident's 
permit. He claimed to be afraid for his 
life, fearing that he would be made a 
scapegoat for the CCB. Soon afterwards 
all trace of him vanished. Perhaps the 
long arm of the then still active CCB 
caught up with him, perhaps not. —~< 
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Police raids barely dent nazi music growth

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POLICE HAVE CARRIED out 
several raids against the nazi white 
power music scene nationally. On 16 
January they searched the homes and 
workplaces of 15 nazis suspected of 
involvement in producing a Holocaust 
denial CD featuring the German hate 
rock bands X.x.X and Burn Down. 
The raids spanned Berlin, Brandenburg, 
Mecklenburg-Vorpommern, Saxony and 
Baden-Wiirttemberg. 

Three weeks later police raided another 
nazis flat in Neustadt, Schleswig- 
Holstein. Alexander Haart is suspected of 
producing and distributing a CD titled 
Rassenhass — Lass sie rubig kommen (Race 
hate — just let it come). The next day, 
police searched flats in Potsdam and 
Wilhelmshorst belonging to three 
members of a band called Redrum 
(murder spelt backwards). They were 
investigating a CD containing a song by 
the outlawed nazi band Landser. 


There have also been successful 
prosecutions. On 10 January a court in 
Berlin found a 36-year-old man guilty 
of buying 100 CDs containing banned 
hate lyrics by the German band 
Deutsch.Stolz.Treu (DST), with intent 
to distribute them. He was fined 
€2,250 (41,725). 

Two weeks later, Udo Sieghart, a 50- 
year-old National Democratic Party 
(NPD) activist, was convicted in Hof, 
Bavaria, and sentenced to seven months’ 
probation with 200 hours of community 
service, for producing a CD with a track 
in which the nazi band Stahlgewitter 
denies the Holocaust. 

The German white power music 
scene is one of the most active, best 
organised and most sophisticated in 
the world. Bands from other countries 
are always pleased to play in Germany 
because concerts are well attended. 
However there have been signs of 


stagnation. In 2007, German bands 
released 101 albums compared to 114 
in 2006. 

Neither 114 nor 101 albums is much 
compared to mainstream music but nazi 
music is different and dangerous 
because of the racist, antisemitic and 
nationalist hatred that it promotes. 
Despite the slight fall in the number of 
albums, the nazis have been working 
hard to improve and professionalise the 
quality of their products. For example, 
Frontalkraft, a band from Cottbus in 
eastern Germany, produced _ three 
albums in a limited edition in a fancy 
box with gold print to mark their 15th 
anniversary. 

How many copies of each CD are 
pressed remains a closely guarded secret 
but prosecution evidence in the trial 
of Thorsten Heise, the frequently 
convicted NPD thug and hate music 
producer, stated that 3,000 copies were 


produced of each of the first and second 
editions of the CD Komm zu uns, by the 
band Sturm 18 — the 18 standing for 
AH, Adolf Hitler. 

Research indicates that a newcomer 
band produces around 1,000 copies 
of an album while better known bands 
produce 3,000 and well known 
bands such as The  Lunikoff 
Verschwérung press at least 5,000. 
This does not include unofficial copies 
and MP3 versions. 

Distribution of this material is, 
above all, big political business. 
In 2007 the NPD published tens of 
thousands of copies of three regional 
“schoolyard CDs” to promote its ideas 
in northern Bavaria, Munich and 
Erfurt. In Niedersachsen, the party 
produced a free DVD for youngsters 
with speeches and music by right-wing 
songwriters and party activists such as 
Michael and Annett Miller. 

Most of last year’s 101 nazi CDs are 
legal in Germany in that they do not 
violate the criminal code by inciting 
hatred against other races, insulting the 
memory of the dead or glorifying 
Nazism. However 91 fascist CDs and 
LPs, some produced several years 
ago, were last year placed on a list 
restricting them to people over 18 on 


the grounds that they could lead to 
“social or ethical disorientation’, a law 
normally used against pornographic and 
horror movies. 

Although fewer CDs were released 
in 2007, the number of bands rose to 
180 compared with 152 in 2006 and 
142 in 2005. While not all of them 
have yet released CDs, most have 
played at a concert in Germany or 
elsewhere in Europe. 

Last year, at least 160 concerts took 
place in Germany, fewer than in 2006 
and 2005. However, this figure may be 
an underestimate because most nazi 
music events are organised clandestinely 
or illegally and without publicity. 
German nazis are also heavily involved 
in organising concerts in other 
countries, a fact that leaked out last 
summer when Sebastian Seemann, who 
regularly organised concerts in Belgium 
together with Blood and Honour 
Flanders, was exposed as an informant 
of the German secret service, the 
Verfassungsschutz. 

In addition the NPD held concerts 
and open-air events featuring hate rock 
and other styles of nazi music as part of 
a recruitment drive. Anti-fascist 
researchers have established that the 
party was involved in at least 32 


concerts last year. They included two of 
the biggest hate music gigs of the year, 
the NPD’s own summer festival and the 
Fest der Volker (festival of the peoples) in 
Jena, which attracted around 1,600 
fascists from Germany and abroad 
under the slogan “We are Europe!”. 

The boneheads, however, no longer 
enjoy a monopoly of interest in nazi 
music and have faced competition 
from other right-wing lifestyles and 
fashion trends, especially last year, 
because the ideology of national 
socialism seems to be expanding across 
other youth cultures. 

Fans of national socialist hardcore 
music, for example, look just like 
anyone else from the wider alternative 
cultural scene. The same is true of the 
so-called Autonomous Nationalists 
who deliberately ape the _ styles 
of leftwing youngsters by wearing 
black clothing, hoodies, baseball 
caps, trainers and shirts with anti- 
globalisation and —_anti-capitalist 
slogans. There is now a_ growing 
number of people with long hair and 
tattoos or wearing badges and emblems 
with Nordic runes and pictures of 
Vikings. Their favoured “easy listening” 
is national socialist black metal or so 
called pagan metal. ~«a 


Blood and Honour shuts up shop

(B&H) has cancelled all its scheduled activities 
for the rest of the year.

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Nazis arrested on weapons charges 
Anders Dalsbro and Mikael Ekman report from Stockholm for EXPO and Antifa-Net 


POLICE IN STOCKHOLM arrested six 
people and confiscated a _ large 
number of weapons and explosives in 
raids on the homes of activists of the 
hardcore nazi Swedish Resistance 
Movement (SMR) in March. Three were 
released a few days later and are 
still under investigation. The other 
three are on remand and face charges 
involving firearms and preparing to 
commit serious damage. All six 
were known to the police and two 
have previous convictions for arms 
offences. 

The police are now analysing the 
confiscated material and questioning 
the three men being held but Ulf 
Godranzon, the detective leading the 
enquiry, has said that they do not 
know whether the arms and explosives 
were intended for a specific target. 

Expo has looked into the six arrested 
nazis. 

Per-Ake Hallstrom, 20, took part in 
several SMR newspaper sales in 2007. 
Last September, police stopped him to 
check his identity card after a young 
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man was stabbed close to where SMR 
members were hawking papers at 
Slussen in Stockholm. Another SMR 
member was sentenced to five 
years’ imprisonment for attempted 
manslaughter for that attack. 

Like Hallstr6m, Jonathan Barrefors, 
18, was taken into custody and is a 
regular participant in SMR activities 
since 2007. He too was subjected to a 
police check at the Slussen paper sale. 
On 4 December he was sentenced to 
two years’ imprisonment for arson, a 
firearms offence and criminal damage 
but had not yet been taken to prison. 

The third man being held, Fredrik 
Andersson, 28, has been active in 
the nazi movement since the middle 
of the 1990s. He joined the SMR at 
the end of the decade and is one 
of its most long-standing activists. 
He has a previous conviction for a 
firearms offence. 

Two of the three men released have 
between them convictions for assault, 
threatening behaviour towards a civil 
servant, violently resisting arrest, 
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criminal damage, violence against a 
civil servant and illegal possession of 
a dangerous object. 

The last is Magnus Pusch, 20, who 
switched allegiance to the SMR from 
the National Socialist Front. There are 
two ongoing cases against him at the 
Stockholm District Court and Solna 
District Court where he faces charges 
of physical abuse, actual bodily harm 
and robbery. 

The SMR is no stranger to violence or 
to the police and internal security 
service, SAPO. At the beginning of this 
year, SAPO delivered a nationwide 
written warning to the Intelligence 
Service of the Criminal Investigation 
Department, spelling out the dangers 
of increased violence by the SMR. 

The SMR describes itself as a group 
of “race conscious national socialists” 
and has a pragmatic approach to the 
use of violence. In its magazine, 
National Resistance, the SMR explains: 
“The organisation has no weapons 
policy and does not need any. 
But since the foot soldiers of the 
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Swedish Resistance 
Movement marchers 
paint a sinister picture

system within the various _ left- 
oriented groups have expressed the 
aim of damaging individual activists 
and organisations, everyone can 
understand that these [individuals 
and organisations] are not going to 
make themselves easy targets for 
possible attackers.” 

The SMR’s own foot soldiers have 
had several clashes with the militant 
left in recent years, most of them 
around SMR paper sales and attempts 
to hold public meetings. Several SMR 
supporters have been arrested over 
the past few months, including three 
in Vastervik on 23 February with a car 
filled with petrol bombs and other 
weapons. In January two SMR activists 
were imprisoned for five and six years 
for attempted murder. 

And one of the organisation's 
leaders, Emil Hagberg, was jailed in 
January 2007 after he buried weapons 
in a forest north of Stockholm. When 
the police dug them up they also 
found Andersson's fingerprints but he 
was not prosecuted. ~= 


Nazi civil war leads to arrests

WHEN LARS LINDEN, a leading figure in the nazi Nordic Union (NU), 
deserted to join another nazi outfit and took with him a detailed list of more 
than 10,000 purchasers of racist propaganda, his erstwhile comrades reacted 
angrily. They arrived at his home in Munkedal on 8 February and forced him 
to hand over his computer at gunpoint. 

Four leading nazis have been arrested and are helping police with their 
enquiries into the case. One of them is Anders Lagerstrém, owner of the 
Nordic Publishing company, the biggest single distributor of white power 
music and racist literature in northern Europe. 

The robbery, the latest example of violent feuding within the extreme right, has 
shocked the nazi movement but is part of an ongoing war between rival factions 
for influence. A similar incident occurred in Helsingborg a year ago when three 
masked and armed members of the violent Swedish Resistance Movement 
(SMR) pushed their way into a leading fascist’s flat and ordered him to shut a 
local nazi website that they regarded as politically deviant. The victim of that 
attack was an NU member who later strongly condemned the SMR. It is ironic 
that leading members of his own organisation are now suspected of doing much 
the same thing. 

The NU is a particularly obnoxious fascist organisation. Its declared aim is to 
take part in “the long-term, Nordic fight for freedom” and it derives most of its 
income from touting books, music and propaganda via its Nordic Publishing 
business. The group's youth website, which has around 9,000 registered 
members, has created a new and very important internet meeting place for 
young nazis. All those arrested have key positions on this nazi web forum the 
future of which must now be uncertain. ~=

Election presents opportunities for fascists

TWO NEOFASCIST PARTIES are taking 
part in the Italian general election on 
13-14 April, both as a result of ad hoc 
coalitions. 

They are Roberto Fiore’s Forza 
Nuova (FN) and Francesco Storace’s La 
Destra (the Right). A third party, 
Alessandra Mussolini's Azione Sociale, 
joined Silvio Berlusconi’s People for 
Freedoms Party (PDL), which claims a 
ten-point lead in the opinion polls. The 
PDL brings together the television 
tycoon’s Forza Italia and Gianfranco 
Fini’s Alleanza Nazionale. 

The PDL can only win with the help 
of the fascists. At the launch of its 
election manifesto in Milan, the 
dictator’s granddaughter was given a 
seat in the front row to make sure the 
television cameras could beam her 
message loud and clear to the whole 
nation. “Berlusconi told me that in the 
event of victory my party will be 
adequately rewarded’, she said. 

She is already an MEP, but would 
happily relinquish this post for a place 
in Berlusconi's Cabinet. Her ambition is 
to become Minister for the Family. 
Fini would be rewarded with the post 
of President of the Chamber of 
Deputies, who also acts as Speaker. 

Another well known fascist, the 
businessman Giuseppe Ciarrapico, was 
asked by Berlusconi to run for a seat in 
the Senate. Ciarrapico is the owner of 
several local newspapers. His journalists 
work under portraits of Benito 
Mussolini on the walls of their offices. 

Government appointments for Fini 
and Mussolini would lend legitimacy 
to the two neofascist parties that are 
running under their own steam. 
They are too small to make any 
significant inroad into the main 
political landscape, but their leaders 
know that if Fini one day replaces 
Berlusconi, as many expect, their 
efforts in keeping the fascist ideology 
alive would be rewarded. 

The FN made its electoral alliance 
with Pino Rauti’s Movimento Idea 
Sociale, a move that speaks volumes. 
Rauti represents one of the worst 
examples of militant fascism 
combined with terrorist activities for 
which he was investigated. Now aged 


82, he engineered the rebirth of 
the fascist party in Italy in 1946, calling 
it the Movimento Sociale Italiano 
(MSI), of which Fini later became 
the national secretary. He also 
founded Ordine Nuovo, a shadowy 
movement involved in a series of 
terrorist atrocities. 

Fiore has put his name forward as a 
candidate for Prime Minister under the 
proportional representation system. 
Ridiculous as this may seem, given the 
miserly 1% or less of the national vote he 
is likely to get, it is nevertheless an 
opportunity to publicise FN through 
media coverage and thousands of 
posters up and down the country. “The 
only opposition, Fiore premier’, says 
one, prominently displaying with the FN 
website address. Such publicity makes a 
mockery of the legislation forbidding 
the re-formation of fascist parties. 

“We do not propose a _ political 
programme buta recipe for getting rid 
of a corrupt political class,’ said 
Fiore, “the Italian mentality must be 
changed”. He called for a five-year 
deployment of the Army in southern 
Italy to defeat the Mafia, a reform 
of the banking system akin to 
nationalisation and a five-year halt 
to immigrants joining the labour 
market, together with incentives 
to women to procreate to make 
the country demographically  self- 
sufficient. 

La Destra is the big newcomer 
among the neofascist parties. Its birth 
reflects the disenchantment with Fini, 
who is accused of having moved to 
the political centre. Storace made an 


electoral alliance with Fiamma 
Tricolore, the party led by the 
Holocaust denying MEP _ Luca 


Romagnoli, and claimed the right to 
use as the party's logo the flame that 
burns over the tomb of Mussolini. 

The party's candidate for Prime 
Minister is Daniela Santanché, who 
opened her campaign by stating, “| am 
proud to be a fascist”. She repeated the 
claim on state television during 
the popular programme, Porta a porta. 
The host joked and_— smiled. 
She ridiculed Fini’s convenient con- 
demnation of fascism as “evil” a 
statement he made in exchange for 
being allowed to visit Israel, and 
declared that the word “evil” should be 
applied to the devil, not to fascism. 
Opinion polls indicate that up to 8% 
of Italians are prepared to vote for 
La Destra. 

Adriano Tilgher’s National Front, 
another neofascist party, failed to 
mobilise enough forces to qualify for 
the elections, dwarfed by bigger and 
better financed fascist choices. 

It is a relief that the half dozen 
neofascist parties, torn by self- 
destructive sectarianism, failed to 
coalesce into one main grouping. 
On the other hand it is worrying that 
if Berlusconi's alliance comes out on 
top of the poll, as well as having 
fascists represented at government 
level, there would be a phalanx of 
neofascist parties claiming a place in 
the victory parade. 

Should the centre-left defy
